He 
comes up to Bayard Taylor's descriptive 
lines: 


“The bravest are the tenderest, 
Tie lwving are.the daring.”’ 


Having heard #0 much about Wilder, 
says the correspondent, I of course expect-~ 
ed to see a perfect giant, with the look o! 
alion: ahd the strength of a tiger, but 
what was my surprise, when he quietly 
stepped upon the plafform, to see a smal), 
delicate, wmild-louking man, who could 
easily pass tor a girl if his beard was off, 
and his hair parted in the middie. There 
was something interesting and winsome 
in his looks and actions, so much so that 
he riveted the attention of the Convention 
during the twenty minutes that he was be- 
fure them. General Wilder has lately 


riug the year that he has made his home in 
this section, he has contributed more to 
the real prosperity of the Siate than any 
other three men in jit. He bas erected a 
large furnace at Kingston, above here, and 
now turns out fifteen tons of the very best 
quality of fron, daily. 

General Wilder began by saying that he, 
could not make a specch, that he never | 
had been a pubiic speaker and that he nev-,

The whole thing is considered a blunder. 
and it was unfortunate to blunder at the 


first step. 
Tiere is a great deal of latent discontent 


in the ranks of the Republican leaders, in 
regard to the President. Their self-love is 
wounded, because he has undertaken to 
walk without their support. They think 
he iefealous of them, It is not so mucha 
difference as to measures, as a personal 
feeling, that their high-mightinesses have 
been ignored. 
The fact is, the Government. since Presi- 
dent Johnson’s breach with Congréss, has 
been a caucus Government. A few lead- 
ing members have given the law. These 
leaders find it hard to subside. On the 
other hand, General Grant is nervously 
sensitive about being made a puppet in the 
hands of the politicians. Ue takes refuge, 
herefore, from the politicians in reserve 
and distance and silence. The seeds of 
distrust are already sown between the as- 
piring politicians and General Grant. They 
cannot make war upon him, for his per- 


sonal reserve, but they bide their time with 


hostile purpose. He will need ali the slate- 
craft he can command, to hold his own 
with the discontented politicians.

Some of the Republicans, however, are 
very reluctantly opposed to relieving dis- 
abilities as a general thing. The most 
strenuous opponents of a liberal policy in 
regard to removing disabilities, are some 
of the Southern Republicans.
